Truckmen 


Charge Discrimination 


Newark, N. J., Oct. 23.—Charg- 


ing discrimination against truck- 
ers of produce from New Jersey 
and other states resulting from 
the settlement of the produce 
truckmen’s strike in New York 
city, Alfred D. Way, secretary of 
the Motor Truck Club of New Jer- 
sey says that his organization will 
seek an injunction in the Federal 
courts to restore to truck owners 
in this state their lawful right to 
conduct interstate traffic.
